Postcards never 
go out of style 

I just returned from a vacation to England, and from the abuse I’ve 
been taking from some of my friends since I got back, you’d think 
they wanted me to stay overseas. 

My crime? Sending them postcards. 

When I travel for leisure, I don’t usually take my laptop or smart- 
phone. I communicate with people back home by sending them 
postcards — and my mom isn’t the only one who appreciates it. 

Some people may think that in our world of instant status updates, 
emails, texts and tweets, the old snail-mail tradition of sending our 
loved ones a postcard from our summer vacations would’ve died. 

Well, I know better, and I was so surprised by the ribbing I got for 
sending postcards that I did a little research. While I couldn’t find 
any numbers for the U.S., I did find a story by The Economist that 
says the British receive 30 million more postcards each year than 
they did a decade ago even as personal mail delivery has plummeted. 

Sending postcards is one of the most satisfying parts of any jour- 
ney There is nothing like going to a roadside shop and haggling over 
the price of some cheap, pun-riddled and annoying local postcards 
with messages such as “Hottest Ass in Guadalajara”— featuring a 
donkey in a sombrero, of course— and then thinking of the right 
victims to mail them to. 

Scribble a short message that you know the most curious assort- 
ment of mailmen probably will read and you’re all set. 

Most of the emails or digital photos I get from someone else’s 
travels end up getting deleted after a while, but postcards are savored 
as a keepsake. How many of them have you seen on someone’s refrig- 
erator for years on end? 

It’s because nothing beats the feeling of holding a real card that 
captures a moment in time, for example when one of your family 
members visited the Cadillac Ranch art installation in which cars are 
buried nose-first in the ground in Amarillo, Texas, and thought of 
you. Or when your Bears fan frat buddy thought you needed to know 
he had been to the birthplace of Walter Payton. 

For travelers who refuse to let go of their gadgets, there is good 
news. There is an app that sends a real stamped postcard after the 
user chooses the design (for example, a smartphone picture) and 
types a message. 

I’ll admit there are a few annoyances about sending postcards 
that are hard to avoid. Have you ever tried to find a 98 cent stamp to 
mail a postcard internationally? Or asked a non-English speaker for 
directions to the nearest mailbox? Or given up on a card ever arriv- 
ing, only to have it show up six months after you mailed it? But to me 
that’s all part of the fun. 

“Send me a postcard” still is a popular phrase in our vernacular 
when someone takes off for some exotic location. I just happen to 
take it literally

Ugly friends have feelings too, * Sometimes I 
wake up in a rub, and sometimes T wake up in 
a ferret cage/' sings one of the grenade girls 
in “Jersey Shore: The Musical,” a spoof show 
now playing to packed houses in Lake view 
The show, put on by sketch troupe 4 Days 
Late at Studio BE, satirizes sex with grenades 
(aka ugly chicks), Sam mi and Ronnie's argu- 
ments, The Situation's abs, and plenty of oth- 
er things we love/hate about the East Coast 
crew who tans for a living. 

The onstage spoof— a parody or satire 
of an original work— isn't limited to reality 
TV shows, Tn fact, there are many pieces of 
pop culture being spoofed in Chicago right 
now: superheroes (“You're Not My Captain, 

America”), gaming (“Boobs and Goo mb as: A 
Super Mario Burlesque" and “Fellowship of 
the Boobs: An LOTR, WoW, D&D, RPG 
Burlesque”) and classic sci-fi (“A Nude I lope: A Star Wars Burlesque”). 

Local cultural icons are getting lampooned as well— Annoyance Productions is 
enjoying success with “Oprah! A Comedy! Live Your Best Laugh” and “[Bleep] 
Yon y I Love Yim } Bye: The Rahm Emanuel Story" 

But wait, there's more: Gorilla Tango is producing two more new nerd bur- 
lesque shows this year (“Boobs of Khan: A Star Trek Burlesque" and “Areola 
Jones and the'lemple of Boobs”) and remounting a fangbangers spoof (“True 
'twilight: A Glee Club Musical”), 

So what's with all the spoof shows? Certainly, in rough economic times, 
theater companies want to choose material likely to fill seats. It seems to 
be working: While some parody productions have demonstrated more 
lasting power than others, not one of the theater companies RcdEyc 
spoke with can recall a spoof it produced that turned out to be a com- 
plete flop. 

“People gravitate toward that which they know/' said Annoyance 
Productions artistic director Mick Napier, who has been producing 
satiric shows since 1987. ‘And that which they know made fun of is 
even more fun for them.” 

Timing seems to be the key to choosing subject matter that con-

nects with audiences. 

T would never put 'The Brady Bunch 7 up 
right now; it's kind of waaaaay done. But back 
then, 20 -some years after it was on television, 
it was time to revisit that/* Napier said. “I 
think it's just a matter of ... where people are 
and where the universal consciousness is. 

Annoyance’s “Rahm” show takes quirky 
facts about our new hizzoner — ballet, anyone? 
—and incorporates them into larger-than-life 
fictional scenarios— in this case, giving him a 


demanding dominatrix of a ballet instructor 
to show how that shaped his character. But 
the “Jersey* 5 cast has a different approach. 

“Snooki wears a lot of leopard print and 
whines a lot/* said 4 Days Late artistic direc- 
tor Lrin Lane. “JWoww wears shirts that show 
off the ladies but maintains a rather bully, 
masculine way of carrying herself And Sammi 
mopes around in pajamas and tight dresses 
with horizontal rips down the back. But we*re 
not doing impressions. WeVe created charac- 


ters inspired by the real people, which is why 
Angelina is played by a man [Nate Stoner].” 

So if spoof shows are here to stay— at least 
for the foreseeable future— does that mean 
that we’re on a slippery artistic slope to social 
irrelevance? Not at all, says Lane, who believes 
that a well-done parody offers two things that 
we can all use right now; a good time and an op- 
portunity for audience members to start a con- 
versation about what’s going on in the world. 

“We have something to say, and we feel like 


we*re hitting upon something in society that 
is palpable at this time/* she said. “And I think 
we can make our point through this medium 
and make a point about this medium at the 
same time. 

“Plus, everyone knows the show. I watch 
the show, T love the show, T think it’s fantastic. 
It’s like watching a train wreck; you can’t look 
away T hate myself for it, but, you know— you 
get over it,”

How long does it take 
to fix your pouf? 

It used to take me an hour 
and a half. Now I’ve gotten it 
down to 20-30 minutes. You 
can tell how much trouble 
I’ve had with it-the bigger it 
gets, the more times I’ve had 
to rat it up. So if I’m having a 
bad day, it’s just giant. Last 
week, it was seriously like 
6 inches tall. 


Were you a “Jersey Shore” 
watcher before you took on this role? 

I had watched one or two episodes before 
we started this process, and I would not 
have considered myself a fan. And then 
[artistic director] Erin Lane and I watched 
the episode where Snooki and Vinny get 
in the fake fight on the beanbag, and they 
say the line about, “I need companion- 
ship-come snuggle with me.” And that 
was when I was like, “All right, now I’m 
hooked; now I think it’s funny.” 


What other research did you do? 

I read Snooki’s book, which actually helped. She wears 
three pairs of fake eyelashes, so I wear three pairs of 
fake eyelashes. I’m sure she would be appalled with 
the way I do the pouf because she does not tease her 
pouf-it’s all with the clip and gravity and good hair. I 
also watched GIFs-you know, those online pictures that 
move? It’s really helpful to get somebody’s manner- 
isms-people are only making those GIFs if its a quintes- 
sential Snooki-ism, so if you watch them over and over 
again, it can help you get her patterns down. That was 
kind of my 21st-century rendition of character research. 


What's the most “Jersey Shore” thing about your life? 

It’s so funny-the differences in our lives from theirs. 
They don’t have jobs, and they just spend all their time 
getting fan. We all work 40 hours a week and then do 
theater. But I have a tiny, 4-pound Chihuahua named 
Buddy, and sometimes we call him Lean Cuisine [The 
Situation’s name for JWoww’s dogl. We live with eight 
other theater people in this giant house in Lincoln Park, 
which is the other thing that’s kind of "Jersey Shore”- 
esque. It’s kind of a theater commune, and we rehearse 
there, too. So the dog will wander in to a rehearsal, and 
well be like, "Lean Cuisine, get out of here!”
